9 which appertainethto others: Soitſhalbealwayes our dere — 
72 0 to nouriſh and maintaine the happy eſtate ol Our louing Dublects, and the ho⸗ 
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2 NU of Our Kinadomes; not onely in the ſame degree, in the which voe haue re⸗ 
9 — cetued them; but likewiſe with that increaſe and aduancement, whereor the pꝛo⸗ 
utdence of Almtghty God by iuſt occaſions ſhal put meanes and oppoꝛtunities into Our hands and in 
nothing moꝛe (next bnto the true woꝛſhip of God, and the adminiſtration of Juſtite) then in the main 
tenante and intreale of Nauigation, wherein Our kingdomes both by ſtituation, ſtrength ol ſhipping, 
ſkill of Marriners, valew of Commanders at Sea, and many Honourable diſconeries and exploits, 
haue foꝛ loug time, and moꝛe and moze of late time flouriſhed. And whereas Our Company ofMer- 
chants foꝛthe dilcouery of new Trades, commonly called the Muſcouia Company, Haue with their great 
toſts and charges, of late veeres diſcouereda Land, which they tall by the name of King lames his New- 
land, to the increaſe of Mauigation and Mariners; and haue further by their care and induſtry entred 
into a trade of fiſhing foꝛ the whale, and pꝛotured Biſcainers, (ktlfull in ſtriking the ꝰhale, to teach and in⸗ 
ſtruct the Engliſh Nation therein: And whereas a pꝛincipall part ofthe benefit of the Whale fiſhing fbn- 
ſiſtethtn the commoditie of Whale-fones, tmpoztedinto Our Kingdomes; And that experience already 
ſheweth, that Our owne ſubiectsin their returne from that Fiſbing, are able to furniſh and ſerue Our 
Kingdomes with ſuffitient quantity foz the vſe of Our louing lubtects: it being alſo a matter of deltta⸗ 
tie, rather to be tonſidered as it may tonterne Pauigation, then in it ſelfe : We haue therkoꝛe thought 
fit fo: the better encouragement of the laid Company, and other Our Subiects, in leruices ok like na- 
ture, to pꝛohibite all Aliens and ſtrangers, and alſo Our owne ſabiects, (except the ſaid Muſcouia Mer- 
chants,+that in their ioynt ſtocke) to bꝛing hereafter into any Our Kingdomes the ſaid tommodity. 
Wherefoꝛe We do by thele pꝛeſents, ſtraitly and expzefly foꝛbid and pꝛohibite, all Aliens and ſtran⸗ 
gers whatſoeuer, and alſo all Our owne Subiects (others then the laid Muſcouia Merchants, and that 
in their ioynt ſtocke) to bꝛing into any Our kingdomes, and Dominions any Whale-finnes, bpon paine 
of Confiſcation ofthe ſame, and of Our high indignation and dilplealure, and of ſuch further puniſh- 
ment.as ſhalbe meet to be inflicted vpon the offenders foꝛ their contempt in that behalfe And wee do 
further hereby charge and require all Our Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, Searchers c other Officers, 
and alſo the Farmoꝛs of Our Cuſtomes, and their miniſters, carefully to attend euery one in their ſe⸗ 
uerall dueties, the exetution ot this Our Nopall Pꝛotlamation, and in no wiſe to permit oꝛ luſfer any 
Whale finnes, either directly oꝛ indirectly openly oꝛ pꝛiuatelp, to be bꝛought into the Poꝛts, oꝛ other pla- 
tes of any of Our kingdomes: And in tale any be bꝛought in, the lame to ſeaʒ e to Our vle, and by all 
other meanes to finde out, and infome of all offences tending to the bꝛeach ofthis Pur RoyallP20- 


tlamation.
